AKRON, Ohio (AP) — The 
| home of Akron Beacon Journal 
executive editor and publisher 
Ben Maidenburg was damaged 
Saturday night by a pipe bomb 
described by police as a “so- 
phisticated device.” 

No one was home at the 
time. No injuries were reported 
and nighbors said they thought 
the explosion they heard about 
11:30 was part of a Fourth of 
July. fireworks display. 

Police said the metal pipe 
bomb had been pushed through 
a window in the garage of the 
tn-level home. 

There was extensive dam- 
age to the garage, to Mrs. 
Maideburg’s car that was 
parked there and to the Maiden- 
burgs’ bedroom above the ga- 
rage. 

Maidenburg said he had no 
idea why his home was bombed. 
He said he had received no 
threats recently.
